County Ambulance Given 75— Day Reprieve 


County commissioners agreed to keep the 
Crawford County Ambulance Corps (CCAC) 
alive until at least November 15 while a citizens’ 
group studies the ambulance situation here. 

‘‘Now I've got the monkey on my back,"’ joked 
Howard Taylor, head of the citizens’ group, after 
commissioners voted 7-0 to grant their request to 
keep the corps operating 75 days while the group 
comes up with a recommendation. 

Taylor made the remark toward the end of the 
afternoon session of the commissioners’ Aug. 
3lst meeting. During the morning session of the 
meeting, few people were joking about the am- 
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MER — Sailboats Crawford County. 
were part of the last summer holiday 
Sunday at North Higgins Lake State 
Park, located in the southern portion of 


bulance issue. 

Public reports that Northern Michigan EMS, 
the private ambulance business in the county, 
was going out of business left many people in the 
audience of about 50 wondering what the county 
was going to do. At their July 14th meeting, 
commissioners said they would shut down the 
CCAC Sept. 12 if Grayling Twp. and the City of 
Grayling did not agree to help fund the service. 

“What are your plans for Sept. 13 if you shut 
down the county ambulance?’’ Gloria Kraus 
asked commissioners several times during the 
meeting, because she felt she wasn’t getting a 
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summer although the calendar says we 


have two more weeks. 


Beaver Creek Residents Vote 


Beaver Creek residents voted 38-0 in favor of 
authorizing the Beaver Creek Township Board to 
purchase land for a township park. 

Thirty-eight Beaver Creek residents attended 
the special meeting at the Beaver Creek Town- 
ship Hall last Tuesday, August 29, at 7:30 p.m. 
and unanimously approved the project. 


Discussion that followed the decision included 
what types of facilities should be incorporated

into the park. It was suggested that the park 
should have a baseball field, basketball courts, 
piayground area, picnic area and _ horseshoe 
pits. Where the park should be located was also 
discussed. 

It was agreed by those residents in attendance 
that township residents should be allowed to 
provide input on the final decision regarding the 
park's location. Location suggestions made 
Tuesday evening included a parcel of state land 
east of the Moose Lodge next to the motel on Old 
27 and the property adjacent to the Beaver Creek 
Fire Station. Terry McGregor, township 
treasurer, said she favored the fire station site. 
She pointed out that the park would be centrally 
located and said this site already had a well, was 
on a paved road, and being next to the fire station 
that was manned 16 hours a day would 
discourage vandalism. 

Eid Holtcamp said, in his opinion, the Township 
Board should involve the community by letting 
them help with the park’s construction. 

“If you want the park to be free of vandalism 
and stay a nice place to take the family," he said, 
‘‘let the community invest some sweat equity in- 
to the project.” 

Holtcamp said Beaver Creek has some very 
talented people and mentioned the Miullikin 
families for excavating, the Nelsons for paving 
and the Argues for tree cutting. 

Township attorney Douglas Dosson was at the 
meeting to explain the laws regarding governing 
responsibilities. 

Township Supervisor John Hartman said he 
would take the suggestions of the group back to 
the board for consideration and that the com- 
munity would be notified when park decisions 
were on the township agenda. Hartman said a 
decision on possible park sites would probably be 
discussed at the board’s October meeting. 
Before Hartman adjourned the special meeting 
he asked for volunteers for all phases of the park 
project. 

“Everyone has an idea where the park should 
be located,’’ Hartman said, ‘‘and it is important 
that the board consider each site before any 
decision is made.”' 

Hartman said the special meeting was called 
by the Beaver Creek electorate. He said residen- 
ts had circulated a petition and had collected 67 
signatures. Only 12 signatures were required to 
call for a special meeting, which he said in- 
dicated strong support for the park. 

By law, voting on the authorization of the 
township board to purchase land for a township 
park was the only action that could be taken 
Tuesday evening.

Straight answer to the question. 

Taylor, one of the first speakers on the am 
bulance issue during the morning, Said the key 
thing his group was concerned about was 
adequate ambulance service at a reasonable 
price to all members of the community. 

‘We believe a private ambulance servicer can 
not be done without significant increases in rates 
or that organization having to be subsidized 
significantly by some unit of government,” said 
Taylor. 

“We believe a couniy ambulance service ts 
probably the most economical way to go with i 
county of our size. We believe there are 
problems but they are solvable problems."' 

Taylor asked the commissioners to consider 
extending their Sept. 12 shut-down date for it 
reasonable length of time to give the citizens a 
chance to study the situation and recommend a 
solution best for county residents and visifors. 

“There’s no money in the county budget for the 
ambulance,’ said commissioner chairman 
William Ruddy. ‘It was supposed to be on its 
own right now. We already have a shortfall and 
it’s going to be more.”’ 

Tony Doremire, director of the CCAC, sind the 
shortfall was $4,600 right now. He estimated the 
ambulance vehicles and equipment were worth 
$100,000 after commissioner Jeannette [kitchen 
asked for their value. Kitchen was in favor of ex- 
tending the deadline for the CCAC because the 
equipment could be sold to cover any shortfall. 

Treasurer Joe Wakeley said the ambulance 
shortfall is currently $13,900 and he estimated it 
would be $30,000 by the end of the year at current 
operations. He also suggested the com 
missioners consider not selling any ambulance 
equipment for at least six months if they do close 
the CCAC down. He suggested moth-balling the 
equipment for at least that long in case a new 
ambulance service didn’t make it. 

Fred Schaibly, supervisor for Tovells Twp.. 
said he talked to supervisors from Beaver Creek 
and South Branch townships, and while they 
couldn't answer for their boards, Schailbly said 
he felt certain the three townships could 
probably contribute a total of $11,000 to help pay 
a shortfall for operating until the end of the year. 

Jerry Morford, City Manager, told the com. 
missioners he felt it was pure politics that the 
county commissioners’ proposal said the ain- 
bulance would be dead if the City of Graylitig or 
Grayling Twp. didn't participate in the alrernate 
funding plan. He said Mayor Golnick itd tim,

Zoning Hearing 
Attracts Only 14 


Fourteen persons attended the Departinent of 
Natural Resources’ (DNR) public) hearing 
Tuesday, August 29, on the proposed Natural 
River Act zoning rules for the AuSable River and 
its tributaries. The hearing was held for locn! 
goverment units which had not adopted river 
zoning rules. Lovells and Grayling townships 
already have river zoning laws. 

Only three persons requested speaking time. 

Major Jerry Foehl, Public Affairs Officer for 
Camp Grayling, representing Camp Grayling 
and the Michigan National Guards said (he 
leadership of the Michigan National Guard sup- 
ported the efforts of the DNR in establishment of 
zoning rules for the AuSable River and its 
tributaries. 

“Growth and development of the natural river 
areas will occur,’’ he said. “We believe that 
without guided management, disaster is 
possible, and perhaps even likely.” Major Foehl 
continued, *‘We believe management guidelines 
are a step in the right direction. Specificaliv we 
agree with the 400 ft. setback for structures, 
clearing, well drilling and mineral exploration. 
He concluded by saying, "We believe that this 
type of zoning is essential for preservation of the 
natural‘ river areas."’ 

Dan Alstott, Executive Director of the Ausable 
Manistee Action Council (AMAC), asked the 
DNR panel if future Natural River zoning 
restrictions were going to be more or. less 
restrictive than those adoped by Tavells Town.

Alstott was assured that zoning rules approved 
by the DNR would not become more or less 


restrictive; however, because the Lovells zoning 
rules did not include provisions for areas such as 
parks and cabin camps, in the fulttre the DNR 
may work with the township fo expand its 
current zoning ordinance to inchide additional 
restrictions pertaining to these areas,

Id Holtcamp, Beaver Creek Fire Chief, said 
he couldn't believe the commissioners would 
give up the county ambulance service for a 
$10,000 shortfall not knowing how much another 
service is going to cost them. 

“Tf you cut your ambulance service withoul 
knowing how much you're poling to pay, you'll 
regret it,’’ Holtcamp sald. ‘If the county service 
is gone, you've lost your bargaining chip.” 

He sald another ambulance service could 
come in and get any price they want. He said a 
cost of $600 a run is being talked ahout in 
Roscommon County right now. 

Ruddy said when the commissioners set the 
Sept. 12 deadline, the county anibulance service 
was in direct competition with a private 
business. He said if one or both of these am.- 
bulance services go out of business, talks with 
Mercy Hospital and a Jackson-based ambulance 
service have already started. Ruddy said no 
specifics have been discussed with the Jackson- 
based service. He said no contract has been 
signed and no subsidy has been discussed. ‘The 
only thing requested by the Jackson service has 
been a guarantee of first call by the sheriff 
dispatch. 

Craig Seppa, a representative for Jackson 
E.M.S., said Mercy Hospital realizes you need 
service but it’s too premature for anything to be 
worked out right now. He said he’s not ad- 
vocating starting a new service here in two 
weeks but they could if they had to. 

McLachlan’s) motion passed = 4-3 with 
McLachlan, Callewaert, Coy, and Nelson voting 
yes. Harland, Kitchen, and Ruddy voted no. 

"It's not personalities but dollars affecting our 
decision,”’ commissioner Joe Callewaert told 
the audience. 

The commissioners recessed for lunch soon af- 
ter and discussion on the ambulance session was 
more subdued in the afternoon session. 

Taylor said his group made the request to ex- 
tend the Sept. 12 deadline because there was a lot 
of uncertainty about the ambulance situation. 
He said in the three hours of discussion at the 
commissioners’ meeting he's heard a lot of ‘‘if's, 
maybe’s, and possiblities.”’ 

‘Why kill the thing before we address an issue 
to cure it?’’ he asked. ‘Give us a chance to 
help.” 

Ruddy said the county knew the ambulance 
service was a problem 114 years ago when they 
put the millage on the ballot. 

"Where was the county support then?’’ he 
asked. 

Gloria Kraus said the fact it failed once doesn't 
mean the county doesn't support the ambulance 
service. She pointed out the election day was 
also the last day to pay taxes. She also said 
school millages and other millages have passed 
after one try. 

Ruddy said he's heard a concensus from 
around the county to put the issue on the ballot, 
but for taxes to be collected this December on a 
millage, the election would have to completed by 
Sept. 15. The millage for any election after Sept. 
15 wouldn't be collected until December of 1990. 

Robert Nelson, a few minutes later, made a 
motion to rescind the motion passed during the 
morning about keeping the CCAC going Sept. [8 
only if no other service was available. Coy 
seconded the motion and it passed 5-yes, Coy, 
Harland, Kitchen, Nelson, Ruddy, to 2-no, 
Callewaert and McLachlan. 

Nelson made another motion to operate the 
CCAC until Nov. 15th, giving the citizens’ group 
75 days to study the situation and come up witha 
recommendation. This motion passed 7-0, 

That's when commissioner Nelson said the 
commissioners were throwing the ball back to 
the citizens’ group and Taylor joked about the 
monkey being on his back now.

Other aspects of the 
package adopt a modi- 
fied comparative neg- 
ligence law to permit 
suits only by those who 
are less than half at 
fault in an injury acci- 
dent, 
nition of reasonable 
and necessary ex- 
penses, set a schedule 
of maximum fees for 
health benefits similar 
to workers’ compensa- 
tion benefits and elim- 
inate duplicate pay- 
ments. 

“We're at a cross- 
roads in how we deal 
with auto insurance,”’ 
said Posthumus. ‘‘We 
believe this is the best 
approach for  con- 
sumers in general.” 

He said he would not 
normally support a 
mandated rate cut, but 
said competition and 
the revisions in the law 


will produce re- 
ductions of at least that 
magnitude. 


The legislators said 
the proposal will bene- 
fit both consumers and 
insurance companies.

An Attorney 
General's Opinion has 
changed the _— inter- 
pretation of the safety 
zone.

Propagating Houseplants 


With fall just around the 
corner, homeowners and 
apartment dwellers will need 
to bring their houseplants in- 
doors after sumimering oul 
side. Some plants will have 
grown leggy or too large for 
their location in the home. 
Renewing these plants through 
propagation is not only 
economical, but also fun and 
easy todo. 

Houseplants can be casily 
propagated a number of ways, 
including cuttings. Several 
types of cuttings can be used: 
stem cuttings, leaf-bud cut- 
tings and leaf cuttings. 

Stem cuttings are the most 
frequently used propagation 
technique, Use only healthy, 
vigorous, young tissue.

Remove a portion of the 
stem near the end that is three 
to five inches long.

When the stem cuttings are 
well rooted, transplant ta a 
two- or three-ineh pot with 
soil.
